The petition to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 16 April 2002 in the above-captioned 
application is hereby GRANTED as follows: 

Applicants' statement that "the failure to pay the requisite fees was unintentional" meets the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b)(3). 

A review of the application file reveals that the applicant has now submitted the basic national fee 
of $890.00 and the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b) have been satisfied.
